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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Upon further reconsideration of the claims, the previously allowability of the claim 
4,10 has been withdraw in regards to the following rejection. Examiner regrets the 
inconvenience this may create to the applicant. However, this is necessary in order to 
conduct a thorough examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact tenns as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1,6,7,12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

While the specification discloses that since the width-to-height ratio of each unit 
pixel 2 is not affected directly by any change of the overscan quantity, the width-to- 
height ratio of each unit pixel 2 is kept unchanged (page 28). But then the specification 
also discloses that "a proper picture is displayed, in the LCD device of this embodiment, 
on its effective screen bv changing the width-to-heiqht ratio of each unit pixel on the 



effective screen of the display panel, hence eliminating the necessity of a scan 
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converter, a mask generator and the like required heretofore in the known LCD device, 
(page 29). Independent claims 1 and 7 recite that 'Wherein while a width and height 
ratio of each pixel itself is kept unchanged, a width-to-height ratio of said pixels is set by 
changing a ratio of a horizontal distance between adjacent pixels to a vertical distance 
there between in accordance with a corrective value. Therefore, claims 1 and 7 are not 
enabling, because it is not clear whether or not the aspect ratio of unit or individual 
pixels is changed and if it does how it is changed given the pixels would be permanentiv 
affixed on the electrodes during manufacturing of the display panel Thus, one skilled in 
the art would not be able to make and use the invention as claimed without undue 
experimentation. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 ,7 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Offlce action. 

5. Claims 6,12 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
